Chicago, January 2.—Republican 
women from fourteen statés of the 
middle west, conferring today on 
party plans and issues fot the 1920 
presidential campaign, demanded 
equal representation with the men 
on the national committee of the 
party and urged “a fair representa- 
tion of women delegates from each 
state” in the national convention in 
June. 

Many of the women professed to 
see an immediate indorsement of 
their attitude in the speech which 
Will N. Hays, chairman of the re- 
publican national committee, deliv- 
ered at a@ banquet which followed 
the conference. 

“The republican party offers tha 
women everything we offer the 
men,” he said. “Republican women 
come into the party not as women 
but as voters gntitled to participate 
and particlpating as other voters. 
They are not to be separated or 
segregated, but assimilated and 
amalgamated.” 

The women proposed in a formal 
resolution that the coming national 
convention ‘:take action to double 
the membership” of the national 
committee so that “each state be 
represented by one man and one 
woman member.” They urged fur- 
ther that this become “the policy 
of the party in all party commit- 
tees, both state and local.” 

Women Suggest Planks. 

The women also adopted ten sug- 
gested planks for the republican 
party platform. These included rec- 
ommendations for “direct citizenship 
for women in national, offices and 
marriage,” and laws making possf- 
ble the naturalization of married 
women.

Washington, January 56.—The talk 
of William J. Bryan dominating the 
forthcoming democratic national 
convention, or of his alleged activity 
in seeking a fourth nomination for

Governor Lowden’s Letter.

It seemed to me that the 
world was ready to adopt the hiz 
American ideals of international 
friendship there expressed.

AMERICAN WOMAN 
HELD FOR MONTHS 
BY MEXIG BANDITS 


Dramatic Story of Hard- 
ship and Degradation 
Told Senate Committee 
by Mrs. Cora Sturgis, a 


Virginian. 


CARRANZA SOLDIERS 
RAIDED STURGIS.HOME 


Aged Mother of Mrs. 
Sturgis Died of Starva- 
tion and Mrs. Sturgis 
Was Forced to Do Er-.

Washington, January 5&—A dram- 

atic story of eight months hardship 
as a prisoner in a Mexican bandit 
camp was told today by Mrs. Cora 
Lee Sturgis, a Virginian, before a 
senate committee investigating the 
Mexican situation. 
- With tears in her eyes, Mrs. Stur- 
gis told how her old mother, worn 
out by long suffering and humilia- 
tion, died of starvation after their 
Plantation had been looted by the 
bandits, and how she had been 
forced to go into the hills to .cut 
wood and of a long tramp to an- 
other camp with a secret message 
from bandit to bandit sewed in the 
sole of her shoe. 

“Americans were perfectly safe 
under Diaz,”, she said. “We had no 
trouble under Madero, because the 
people liked him. We. had no frou- 
ble with Huerta ond folks in my 
part of the country—Chiapas— 
hardly knew of him. Our first 
trouble was in 1915 when Carranza 
sent troops to our ‘section to drive 
away the help. As a result we lost 
big crops, right on the eve of the 
harvest.” 

Raided by Carranza Soldiers. 

It was nearly two years later that 
the horhe of the Sturgis family, com- 
prising Dr. Sturgis, a dentist, his 
wife, the witness today, and her 
mother, was raided by federal sol- 
diers who charged them with giving 
refuge to rebels. 

“Two of Carranza’s captains and a 
lat of soldiers came te our home at 
beat us with guns,” Mrs, Sturgis 
testified. “When ‘my husband pro- 
tested and reminded the bandits that 
we were Americans, they pushed 
him aside and laughed, saying ‘Your 
old government is only a bluff. 
They found no rebels, but they were 
not satisfied and wanted to search 
the roof, insisting that I go up with 
them. I told them#& was an Ameri- 
can, not roof climber, but they+ 
struck mé on the shoulder with a 
gun.” Poa , 

Dr. Sturgis reported the raid to 
the American consul at Frontero, 
who advised the family to remain at 
the plantation, the witness said. 

Mrs. Sturgis said rebel and Car- 
ranza forces frequently worked to- 
gether, and that both factions dis- 
seminated anti-American propa- 
ganda, including a charge that H. 
P Fletcher, American ambassador 
to Mexico, had accepted $1,000,000 
to uphold the Carranza government. 
Mrs. Sturgis said she told the bandit 
who made this gharge that “it was 
a lie.” 

Things Were Awful. 

“One on, Goreng told me that 
Ambassador Fletcher could not re- 
turn to thatcountry,” Mrs. Sturgis 
said. “I don’t think Mr. Fletcher 
knew howbad conditions were. 
Why, thjigs were awful. Once, 
when I went to Mexico City, they 
blew up a train in front of fhe and 
one behind me.” 

The most thrilling chapter of her 
experience followed the capture of 
the family by Zapata bandits, who 
took everything movable from the 
plantation, including $23,000 in cash. 
They were sent 40 miles across 
country to a prison camp, Mrs, Stur- 
gis and her husband afoot, and the 
former’s mother on a mule. 

Some months later, Mrs. Sturgis 
was ordered to proceed on foot to 
another camp witha secret message, 
and warned that unless she returned 
in two months, other members of 
the family would be kiled. On the 
way she stopped at Mexico City and 
reported her troubles to the Ameri- 
can embassy. The embassy, she 
sald, gotintouch with Zapata forces 
and it was agreed to send a Zapata 
lfeutenant back to camp with her. 
Meanwhile, a bridge on the way to 
the camp where she was to deliver 
the message was blown up and the 
shoe with the message in the sole 
was sent by messenger. 

Returning to camp, Mrs. Sturgis 
found her mother dead and her hus- 
band dying of starvation. Some 
months later she was released, and 
“more dead than alive,” walked with 
Dr. Sturgis over the hills to\ their 
old plantation, to find it bare as a 
bone.

Clad in Pajamas 
Prisoners Banish 
Thought of Escape

Too Cold for Men to. Try 
to Take “French Leave,” 
45 Offenders Join U. §: 
Colony Here—Many In- 
teresting Types. 


By Ralph Jones. 

Forty-five white men, offenders 
against federal laws, who arrived in 
Atlanta yesterday to join the United 
States colony here at the Big gov- 
ernment penitentiary, may have had 
some hopes of escape onthe last 
night of their journey, but the 
thought was quickly banished when 
they were required to don. pajamas, 
and to surrender their clothes inte 
the keeping of their guards. 

“We figured that the hardiest pris- 
oner would hesitate before tackling 
the kind of weather the country bas 
experienced for. the past few days 
wearing nothing but a pair of pa- 
jamas,” said the guards. Whether or 
not this was the deterrent, -nct a 
prisoner attempted to escape. 

The consignment of prisoners, thé 
largest ever brought to the United 
States penitentiary here, was deliv- 
ered to Warden Fred C. Zerbst by 
United States Marshal John F. Short, 
All were convicted and sentenced at 
the November term of federal court 
in Pittsburg, Pa. 

The greater number of these pris- 
oners were railroad men, convicted 
of complicity in thefts from inter- 
state shipments and from express 
cars. There were three or four vio- 
lators of the anti-narcotic act, sev- 
eral punished for breaking open 
bonded warehouses and removing 
whisky from under bond, one forg- 
er, one white slaver, and other mis- 
cellaneous criminals. Practically all 
of them are young boys, still in 
their late teens or early twenries, 
and the great majority are “first-of~ 
fenders,” as Marshall Short said. 
“Just boys, and (I’ve noticed, pret- 
ty high class boys at that. Victims 
of one false step and if they get a 
decent chance 1 know the majority 
of them will never offend again.” 

Short Terms te Serve. 

The prisoners, guarded bythe 
marshal and seventeen deputies, ar- 
rived at the Terminal station sourtly 
after 5 o’clock last night. They left 
Pittsburg on Sunday morning and 
came in through Cincinnati on No. 
9. Southern, over three Houng late. 
They were immediately placed on 
two special street cars and carried 
to the penitentiary, where they were 
duly checked and placed behind the

Ina 5-to-4 opinion, rendered by 
Justice Brandeis, the court sus- 
tained the constitutionality of pro- 
visions in the Volstead prohibition 
enforcement act, prohibiting the 
manufacture and sale'of beverates 


or more of alcohol. Associate Jus- 
tices Day, Van Devanter, McRey- 
nolds and Clark dissented. 

Validity of: the federal prohibi- 
tion constitutional amendment and 
portions of the Volstead act affect- 
ing its enforcement was not in- 
volved in the proceedings, but the 
opinion was regarded as so sweep-

Ray of Hope for “Wets.” 

In rendering the opinion the court 
‘Sustained federal court decrees dis- 
missing injunction proceedings to 
enjoin federal atithorities from pre- 
venting Jacob Ruppett, a New York 
brewer, ftom manufacturing beer 
containing in excess of one-nalf of 
1 per cent alcohol, but which, he 
alleged, was non-intoxicating. 

The “wets,” however, received a 
brief ray of hope whtn shorlity aft- 
erward Associated Justice Way, in 
an unanimous opinion,’ sustained 
the dismissal of indictments brought 
under the war-time prohibition act 
against the Standard Brewery, of 
Baltimore, and tha American Brew- 
ing company, Of New Orleans, fur 
manufacturing 2.75 beer before the 
Volstead act was passed. In sus- 
taining this action: the court held 
that congress has the right to de- 
termine what is intoxicating bever- 
ages, but, in view of the fact the 
Volstead act “had not yet been 
Passed, manufacture of low alev- 
holic beer was permissible under 
the war-time prohibition act, pru- 
viding. it was not intoxicating. 

Following the rendering of to- 
day’s opinion Assistant Attorney 
General Frierson, who has been in 
charge of the prohibition cases in 
the supreme court, announced that 
the department of justice was ready 
to begin the prosecution of all per- 
£0ns who have sold beer since the 
passage—last October 28—of the 
Volstead act. The names of all per- 
sons violating the act have been 
obtained by the department and

Justice Brandeis also 
that the war powers of concress 
possess virtually the same authority 
as that held by the states under 
their police powers, adding “if, in 
its opinion, the particular emer- 
gency demands the immediate dis- 
continuance of the traffic congress 
Must have the power to require 
such discontinuance.” 

A dissenting opinion, concurred 
in by the other three associate ius- 
tices, was rendered by Justice Mc- 
Reynolds, who took exception to the 
majority's views rewarding the 
scope of the war powers. ‘hea mi- 
nority declared the constitutfon 
Should be interpreted. so that novo 
part should “suffer emasculation by 
any strained or unnatural conetruc- 
tion,” by which the public's rights 
may be jeopardized. 

The Majority Opinion.

Permission of President. 


The specife permission of the 
president to manufacture 2.75 per 
cent beer was not on the ground 
that such beer was non-intoxicate 
ing; ror was it a declaration by 
him that all ‘ale and porter’ which, 


every one knows, are intoxicating 
waeere This permission to make 
2.75 per cent beer was withdrawn 
December 1, 1918, under proclama- 
tion of September 16, 1918; and no 
permission to manufacture specifi- 
cally 2.75 beer was ever thereafter 
given*by the president. His later 
proclamation (March: 4, 1919) mere- 
ly limited the prohibition of? the 
use of foodstuffs to use in the pro- 
duction of ‘intoxicating liquors,’ 
Whether 2.7’ beer was intoxicating 
was thus left by the president not 
only without a decision but without 
even an intimation. The statement 
of plaintiff that the 2.75 beer on 
hand was manufactured under per- 
mission. of the president is wholly 
unfounded. It was not until July 
1, 1919, when the war-time prohi- 
bitton act became operative in this 
respect that there was any pro- 
hibition of the sale of any liquors. 
So far as appears, all the beer 
which the plaintiff had on hand at 
the time of the passage of the YVol- 
‘Stead act: was manufactured by the 
Plaintiff~long after the president 
had ceased to have any authority 
to forbid or to permit.” 

New Jersey-Rhode Island Cases. 

Briefs were filed today by the gov- 
ernment and New Jersey authorities 
in connection with the court’s order 
to show cause why original pro- 
ceedings involving the validity of 
the eighteenth amendment and pro- 
visions of the Volstead act effecting 
its enforcement should not be 
brought by the state of Rhode Is- 
land and on behelf of the PRatail. Li- 
quor Dealers’ association of New Jer- 
sey. A brief itn support of the New 
Jersey case was also presented and 
arguments were made by E, V. Ab- 
bot for the plaintiffs and bv Svlici- 
tor General King and Attorney Gen- 
eral Thomas F. McCrancf N-ew Jer- 
sey in opposition, Arguments in the 
Rhode Islang case were postponed 
until next Monday. 

Solicitor General Kine in his hrief 


in the Rhode Island case denied the. 


Supreme court has jurisdiction in 
the case and asked for dismiasal of 
the application. He also a!ieged 
that the questions involved were 
political, ; 

“All questions,” the brief said, “as 
to what a constitution or a consti- 
tutional amendment means are, of 
course, justifiable. But the question 
as to what constitution shall be 
adopted, or In what respects an ex- 
isting constitution shall he altered, 
are governmental and political.

Equivalent to Vete Power. | 


In seeKing to bring the suit, the 
fovernment alleged that “the court 
is thus invited to assume the fune 
tion of determining both fur con- 
gress and for the legislatures of the 
various states what, if any, amend- 
ments may be made to the cunstitu- 
tion without the consent of all the 
states,”’ 

“Such jurisdiction,” the brief add- 
ed, “would be equivalent to a veto 
power through which the zourts and 
not congress would finally determine 
what amendments the people should 
be given the opportunity to adopt. 
Not only can no such power be in- 
ferred from anything in the consti- 
tution, but its assertion is directly 
in conflict with the express provi- 
sion of the constitution.” 

The government in conclusion sz:id 
“either the controversy was between 
the state of Rhode Island and the 
defendants named but is not justi- 


flable or if justifiable is one between 
a etate and the United States in 
which the latter has not cons#nted 
to be sued.

“The question whether 2.75 beer 

can be sold after the eighteenth 
amendment is effective must be de- 
cided in the future,” said Mr. Buck- 
ner. ‘““Today’s decision affects its 
status only under war-time prohi- 
bition. Today's decision relates only 
to the war powers of congress. 
When the amendment is effective 
questions will be-raised, not only 
as to the validity of its passage, 
but also whether or not non-intoxi- 
cating beer can be sold under it.” 
' Mr. Buckner sa¥ a ray of hope in 
the fact that the court was divided 
on today's decision, but was not 
encouraged by that portion of the 
majority decision saying that con- 
gress had power to fix a standard of 
alcoholic content for the purposes of 
effective enforcement. He did not 
care to,preéedict whether this would 
be a controlling precedent when the 
court came to pass on the validity 
of 2.75 beer under constitutional 
prohibition. :

PLAN PROTECTION 
OF AUTOMOBILES 


Every Effort Will Be 
Made to Secure Legisla- 
tion Which Will Make 
It Hard to Dispose of 
Stolen Machines. 


If the market for stolen automo- 
biles is eliminated, the evil of car 
thefts willsoon diminish, if it does 


not disappear altogether, according 
to the opinion of Atlantans who 
have madea olose study of the cir- 
cumstances attendant on the prac- 
tice that has cerated so much 
discussion. recently. 

Legislation to remove the possi- 
bility of disposing of automobiles 
thathave been stolen is now being 
planned, tentatively, by members of 
a subcommittee appointed from the 
committeee chosen at the recent open 
session of the fall term grand jury, 
when the topic was broached, with 
the result that enthusiasm has been 
aroused for the abolishment of the 
thievery that has grown conmimon in 
Atlanta’s vicinity. 

The subcommittee that has been 
appointed to make a special study 
of laws tending to decrease the evil 
in other parts of the country, and 
to frame a suitable bill for pres- 
entation before the Georgia legis- 
lature at its next session, is com- 
posed of John E. Smith, president 
of the Atlanta Automobile associa- 
tion, chairman; John M. Harrison, 
of the Automobile Underwriters’ as- 
sociation; Virlyn Moore, representa- 
tive in the legislature from Fulton 


county, and Solicitor John A. Boy- 
kin. 


Will Study Laws. 

This group will apply themselves 
to a study of the laws in various 
sections of the country that have 
combatted the evil with any degree 
of success, will find the salient 
oints in the legislation of each 
State regarding the topic, and will 
endeavor tocombine the ideas gath- 
ered into a comprehensive scheme 
of legislation that will put an end 
tothe practice of thievery that has 
won for Atlanta the reputation of 
being sdéuthern headquarters for a 
syndicate of automobile thieves, 
with extensive operations. 

It was also deleared that the men 
who are behind the enormous’ trade 
in stolen automobiles are using 
young white boys te make their 
thefts, and have a regular scale of 
prices that they pay for the steal- 
ing of certain brands of cars, va- 
rving with the value of the machine 
stolen. 

Their object in using these young 
boys, it was said, is to have some- 
one commit the actual theft who 
will not stand such a great chance 
of imprisonmentand who can prob- 
ably escape with a period of proba- 
tion, or some light punishment. 

Charges Jury on Thefts. 

Judge John D. Humphries, in his 
charge to the grand jury of Fulton 
county for the January term, laid 
particular stress on the prevalence 
of automobile thefts, urging that 
instances of the practice he most 
vigorously prosecuted during the 
ensuing term, and stating that the 
evil was growing with such an 
alarming rapidity that immediate 
actjon was necessary. 

One suggested plan which seems 
to beaccepted generally as promis- 
ing, is the requiring of a complete 
‘chain of title, from the original 
/ purchase of the car, with registra- 
tion—riving complete data and de- 
scription—on each succeeding in- 
stance wherein the automobile 
‘might change hauds. This would 
require, it was explained, not only 
| the registration of each new auto- 
mobile with some central authority 
| 1@ secretary of state, for in- 
' stance—but would require that each 
| suecreeding sale of the car be ac- 
‘companied byareport to that cen-, 
'tr4l authority of all details of the 
| sale, 

» In addition, tt is suggested that it 
be made unlawful to purchase a 
car unless the seller could show a 
complete chain of title to the car he 
offered for sale, just as would be 
required in the sale of a piece of 
real estate. , 

R. L. Foreman, 
original committee appointed atthe 
egrand jury session for the investi- 
gation of the situation, said on 
P\ionday: e 

“If a man is preparing to buy a 
plot of land, or a house he is al- 
ways exceedingly careful to search 
the tities of his progpective pur- 
chase. Why, then, should he be less 
careful in the matter of au auto- 
mobile? If every man that sold a 
car was compelled by law to show 
a title to the machine in a com- 
plete chain of the Original pur- 
chase of the car, the practice of 
automobile thieving would soon de- 
crease. 

“There isa federallaw now which 
forbids the driving of a stolen car| 
across the state lines, and there are 
very few automobile thieves who 
are particularly anxious to buck 
the United States government. But 
Georgia should not be influenced by 
the attitude of other states, and the 
possibility of car. being driven 
across the border and sold. 

“There is no state in the south 
that is not as anxious to combat 
the evil as is Georgia. If Georgia 
makes a move and shows herself 
ready to take steps against the 
practice, other states may be ex-

CODY'S ANNUAL REPORT 
SHOWS FIRE INCREASE 


Department Chief’s Yearly 
Statement Discloses 1919 
as Record Breaker. 


.In his report to the mayor and 
city council of Atlanta Fire Chief 
W. B. Cody makes several recom- 
mendations that in his opinion, 


should be adopted in order to safe- 
guard the property and lives of the 
residents. The records at fire de- 
partment headquarters disclosed the 
tact that Atlanta experienced a total 
of 1,636 calls during 1919, an in- 
crease of 383 alarms over 1918. 

Congestion of traffic, resulting in 
considerable loss of time to the fire- 
men on their emergency calls, was 
taken up by the chief in his report, 
With the expressed hope that steps 
would be taken to relieve the evil 
immediately. 

_ fhe water supply in various sec- 
tions of Atlanta was cited by Chief 
Cody as inadequate to the needs of 
the community. Several times dur- 
ing the year, Chief Cody declared, 
his department had been badly 
handicapped in fighting  threat- 
ing flames through the lack 
of sufficient water. This was espe- 
cially true, the department head 
stated, in the vicinity of Oakland 
City, where two fires during 1919 
threatened for a few hours to 
spread over the district, due entire- 
ly to the lack of an adequate water 
pressure, 

The two-platoon system, installed 
in the department on July 1, was 
praised by Chief Cody, who stated 
his men were highly pleased with 
the system. This system, experi- 
mented with by several cities of the 
nation, has received the approval of 
fire chiefs: and department boards 
throughout the country since it was 
evolved a fetv years ago. 

Chief Cody’s report showed a to- 
tal disbursement of $356,115.96 for 
1919, with appropriations of $856.- 
325.06 to cover the department's 
expenditures, leaving a balance of 
$209.10 unexpended on the first day 
of 1920. 

Chief Cody closed tis report with 
an expression of thanks for the in- 
crease in pay granted the city fire- 
/mén in the fall of 1919 and with the 
, recommendrtion that twentv-five 
additional fire boxes be installed in 
various residential sections of At- 
lanta.

Washington, January 5.—The army 
is not to escape inquiry or criticism 
for the mannef of its awards of dec- 
orations for meritorious service dur- 
ing the war. Representative Galli- 
van, democrat, of Massachusetts, of- 
fered a resolution in the house to- 
day which was but a forerunner 
of a public attack upon the war de- 
partment awards. 

Mr. Gallivan’s resolution ealled fur 
considerable information from New- 
ton D. Baker, secretary of war, and 
regardless of the disposition of Mr. 
Baker to send that information to 
the house, Mr. Gallivan proposes to 
make a public attack on the war 
department for its awards. 

The member from Massachusetts 
said today he is in possession of 
evidence of partiality and unfairness 
in the army decorations, especially 
with respect to the Twenty-sixth 
national guard division, composed 
of New England troops. He said 
that only four officers of the Yan- 
kee division were decorated, despite 
the fact that the division served 
with credit through most of the field 
operations of the American expedli- 
tionary forces. Major Genera) Clar- 
ence Edwards, who commanded the 
division up to a few days before the 
armistice was signeu, was not re- 
warded.

The past year has shown the most 
rapid and substantial growth § of 


any year in the city’s history. In 
fact, Atlanta has had more devel- 
opment in- proportion to size of any 
city in the United States. This 
growth will continue just as fast 
as our people will permit it. We 
have nothing to fear except our 
own shortsightedness. We will su7- 
fer from no handicaps except those 
which we impose. e will be har- 
rassed with no enemies except 
grudging, jealous or selfish spirits 
within our own ranks.

The most pressing of all the city’s. 


needs is an jncrease in revenues. In 
fact, the solution of practically all 
of our problems hinges on that. To 
appreciate our necessity, we have 
only to take stock of our-situation. 

The city *has been run down at 
the heel and unable to meet the just 
demands ‘for many years. * Under 
or presént system the city has not 
been able to function properly since 
its tax rate wa educed. It could 
not dq this when labor, material, 
supplies and salaries were low. How 
can it be expected to do it when 
everything is high? 

No Department Properly Sustained. 

There is not a department in the 
city government today that is sus- 
tained 'as it should be in order to 
insure adequate, satisfactory serv- 
ice. Involved in this is, of courss, 
the item of the city’s payroll, ita 
largest expense. 

But in this respect certainly we 
will be expected to keep pace with 
the balance of the community. e 
city should be a fair employer and 
pay fair wages. It cannot command 
competent help or render competent 
service without it. On the other 
hand, the city cannot afford to place 
its health, peace, protection of life 
and property, education of its chil- 
dren and the welfare of the general 
public in the hands of a consciously 
underpaid body of employees. e 
will meet this issue in a spirit of 
justice and fair play. 

The public expects to pay’ for 
what it gets. It is willing to pay 
for it: it wants to be assured that 
it will get what {t pays for. It ia 
our business to give that assurance. 

The only adequate method of deal- 
ing with this subject is an increase 
of the tax rate of the city. This can 
be done only by legislative action. 
The city is entirely in the hands of 
our representatives in the legisla- 
ture. If they require a referendum 
vote on a tax increase for the city, 
we must give it to them. If they 
are willing to act without it, they 
have the power to do so . 

In the meantime, provision must 
be made to meet some extraordinary 
expense. Provision must be made 
to meet the charter requirements as 
to the cyclorama and, while we are 
at it, we should build a combination 
eyclorama, museum and publie 
building that would be an education 
within itself, to meet the needs for 
all time. We are compelled to pro- 
vide a building for the Commercial 
High school, now in a rented build- 
ing which must be given up in June, 
There is an imperative need for the 
enlargement of the filter plant of 
the waterworks. The maximum ca- 
pacity of the present plant is twen- 
ty-one million gallons per day. This 
pumpage is frequently doubled, and 
always exceeded. There is a great 
need of a large clear water basin. 
The present one is not a basin; it 
is a well and holds about a thirty 
minutes’ supply for the city. 

There is also an urgent need for 
an extension of a large supply wa- 
ter main from McCall’s crossing 
south. This is to supply a rapidly 
developing manufacturing district. 
A district that is especially adapt- 
ed to manufacturing purposes. The 
failure to make this provision will 
surely check the growth of the city 
in a most vital manner. 

It wil! be impossible to make any 
beginning, even on these improve- 
ments, if substantial justice is to 
be done the city employees. Un- 
less additional revenue is supplied 
the whole plan of increased salaries 
will fail. That is particularty true 
with. reference to pay of school 
teachers. 

The estimates that have been fur- 
nished me for the improvements are 
as follows: Cyclorama, $100,000; fil- 
ters, $150,000; clear water basin, 
$100,000; Commercial High school, 
$150,000; water main, $65,000, 

An extraordinary tax of one-quar- 
ter of 1 per cent will meet the ex- 
pense and should be levied along 
with the annual tax. 

In th@® sehool situation we are 
confronted with a huge problem 
which will wait no longer for a s0- 
lution. The Girls’ High, Tech High 
and Boys High are, to say the least 
of them, a disgrace to the city. 
That’ the teaching corps can suc- 
cessfully operate them and do any- 
thing like satisfactory work under 
the present conditions fs the great- 
est tribute to their loyal devotion 
and efficiency that could be paid. 
But to tolerate these conditions 
longer is not fair to the young man- 
hood and womanhood of the city. 
Many of the grammar schools meas- 
ure up to the standard, but many 
do not. In such as we have there 
is not ample accommodations now. 
With a population growing by leaps 
and bounds what are we to promise 
the parents and ‘children of the com- 
munity for the future? With addi- 
tional emphasis comes this sugges- 
tion at the present time when the 
state’s compulsory educational law 
goes into effect. We cannot take 
care of those clamoring for gedmis- 
sion; what will we do for the oth- 
ers whom we are compelled under 
the law to admit? To provide for 
an adequate school system, expanded 
to care for the present demand and 
that of the near future can only be 
met out of a large bond issue. 


Must Have More Funds, 


To state this difficulty is to sug- 
gest another. If the city cannot 
properly function on its present rev~- 
enue it cannot out of the same 
revenue provide funds to pay inter- 
est and sinking fund on a bond is- 
sue invested in schools which pro- 
duce no revenue, Additional funds 
must be provided by taxation for 
this purpose. 

Before you could go before the 
voters of the city with this propo- 
sition there should be a close study 
of the situation made and a com- 
plete educational and building plan 
adoped. We should find out in de- 
tail what is needed and what it will 
cost. This would include also the 
conversion of the properties the 
city now owns, which will not be 
needed. It also should include, if 
possible, a joint operation with Ful- 
ton county. 

This is one of the matters to be 
considered by the city planning 
commission. They will, of course, 
take this matter up at the earliest 
possible moment, make a complete 
study of the needs, determine as to 
the costs and how the costs are to 
be met. I feel sure that when this 
report comes in and is approved th2t 
an election will be ordered. It will 
be sustained by every man, woman 
and child in Atlanta who loves the 
public schools. 

The street situation is one that 
calls for the best thoughts, the 
clearest vision and the most deter- 
mined courage, if it is to be met 
fully and satisfactorily. You can 
find no exact parallel anywhere of 
a city situated like Atlanta. Traf- 
fic congestion has reached a point 
where it seriously handicaps busi- 
ness and travel. An effort is being 
made now by bodies of business men 
and others to propose a traffic or- 
dinance that will afford some rem- 
edy to the situation. No fully ade- 
quate remedy can be found by mere 
traffic regulations. We have more 
traffic In congested areas than the 
Streets will accommodate. The city 
must furnish additional thorough- 
fares for traffic and remove all 
possible physical barriers that im- 
pede its movement. 

Through the splendid assistance 
and co-operation of the board of 
county commissioners and with a 
comparatively smal] cost to the city 
opring street is to be made a mag- 
nificent crosstown thoroughfare, 
fr Peachtreé road at Brookwood 
to¥®Marietta street. This develop- 
ment, however, to be complete, must 
be extended from Marietta street 
dl a viaduct to the Terminal sta- 

ion. 

The underpasses on Forsyth street 
must be closed. This involves an 
intricate property. business and rail- 
road problem. The correct solution 
of it would be a manifest advantag:2

MOUNT OLYMPUS 


According to Echo de 
Paris in Commenting on 
Ambassador Wallace’s 
Relation to the Supreme 
Council — Change in 
Formula Asked. 


Paris, January 5.—Hugh C. Wal- 

lace, the American ambassador, was 
reported yesterday to have asked 
the supreme council of the peace 
conference to change the formula 
referring to the powers participat- 
ing in the council from the “allied 
and associated powers” to the “al- 
lied powers.” This report is not 
strictly correct, it was learned to- 
day. 
Ambassador Wallace, it is stated, 
has not asked for the abandonment 
of the term “allied and associated 
powers,” but merely requested that, 
when questions arose which in- 
volved the United States, this for- 
mula, including the United States, 
be not used in documents until he 
had time to get a_ decision - from 
Washington on such questions. 

Meanwhile the report appears to 
have created an erroneous impres- 
sion here. Evidently basing its 
commem upon the early impression 
of a more radical request by the 
ambassador, The Echo de Paris in 
an editorial today says: 


“This marks the determination of 
the United States net to cervens 
officially in decisions to be reached 
in Paris. Washington, while de- 
clining the responsibjlities of the 
supreme council, continues to be 
represented at its sessions. How 
can Mr, Wallace’s role be defined? 
He is not a plenipotentiary. Witness 
or observer is the accepted term.” 
Pleasure at the presence of an 
American representative who will 
keep Washington informed as to 
events until the United States dele- 
gates resume their places on the 
council, is expressed by the news- 
paper, which says: “Nothing can 
be definitely concluded without 
President. Wilson’s assent  before- 
hand. So the council is supreme 
only in name. Supremacy belongs to 
Mr. Wilson, who inhabits not the 
white house, but Mount Olympus. 
“It is inevitable that a dilemma 
will arise. The United States will 
be obliged to take responsibilities 
corresponding to her action, or she 
will renounce this_role. It is hoped 
this absurd situation may be ar- 
ranged by speedy ratification of the 
treaty, according to the program of 
Senator Lodge, followed by return 
of America to her rightful place in 
at settlement of Saressan af- 
airs.”

Short Line President 
Says the Situation Is 
Critical With Them 


Editor Constitution: I am glad 
the critical financial strait of our 
railroads, big and small, is at last 
reaching the attention of the public. 

While your conc! sions are cor- 


rect, that under the present drastie 
conditions, transportation cannot be 
continued on most of the lines, the 
best possible proof of vour state- 
ment lies in the fact that several 
lines have been “junked” in Georgia 
within the last few weeks, and sev- 
eral other lines seem destined to 
suffer the same fate. 


While most of our people recog- 
nize the importance of enjoying 
transportation: facilities, very few 


of them are cognizant of the actual

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Bad Neits From the Adriatic

Within the past fortnight not a 
little Information of a 
charatter has been received in 
Washfngton. from the Adriatic. 
While the dispatches from various 
European capitals announce that 


the D’Annunzio episode is comi 
to a rather ridiculous ending: md 
the “little” Garibaldi is retiring 
from Fiume with the general con- 
sent and even enthusiasm of the 
inhabitants of this town, ywithout 
regard to race, information of a 
more serious character indicates 
that Italian intrigues'in the new 
Jugo-Slav state are having grave 
consequences 


The compostion of this new state 
of the Southern Slavs is little “un- 
derstood in America, and thus one 
of the main circumstances of the 


whole Adriatic question is Over- 
looked. At the close of the world 
war three distinct branches of the 
Slav famiiy, distinct as to dialect, 
separated by religion and history, 
were gathered together within the 
frontiers of a new state, which 
preserved the recollection of the 
diversity of elements by its official 
name, the Kingdom of the Serbs, 
the Croats and the Slovenes. 


A common hostility to the old 
Austro-Hungarian tyranny united 
these peoples, but they were di- 


vided by centuries of history, the 
Serbs were members of the Greek 
Catholic church, the Slovenians 
and Craots were Roman Catholics, 
moreover, while the Serbs were 
wholly consenting Subjects of their 
own dynasty, there was not a lit- 
tle republican sentiment both in 
the Slovene and the Croat districts. 

One: of the chief elements which 
contributed to bringing about the 
federation, if not the fusion of 
these three branches of the Sou- 
thern Slav family was the recog- 
nition that in unity was strength, 
and in the expectation that this 
federation, welcomed by the west- 
ern allies as promising the erection 
of a future barrier to German ex- 
pansion southward, would be’ able, 
with the support of Britain, France 
and the United States to obtain the 
realization of its wholly legitimate 
aspirations to an outlet on the Ad- 
riatic and the possession of the 
purely Slav sea front, from Fiume 
to Cattaro. 

Such was the policy of Great 
Britain and France, witnessed by 
the reservation of Fiume for the 
Southern Slavs in the secret treaty 
of London. With this policy 
America promptly aligned herself, 
when the president went to Paris. 
But unfortunately Italian policy 
took the exactly opposite course. 
The failure of the Sonino-Salgndra 
ministry to secure Fiume was seiz- 
ed upon by the opposition, by Gio- 
litti as the basis for an attack 
made for domestic political reasons. 

Orlando and Sonino. 

Orlando at Paris was forced to 
eneavor to repair this failure of 
Sonino, it became a matter of ut- 
most importance for purely do- 
mestic reasons to get Fiume. In 
“@der to fortify. the position of 
Italy abroad, an intense propa- 
ganda was launched within the Ital- 
ian kingdom for Fiume and Italian 
passion was* roused to the limit 
to strengthen the hand of Orlando 
in the Paris conference. 


But at the same time a far more 
active and much less defensible 


campaign was carried on along the 
Adriatic. Every effort was made 
to make use of the difference be- 
tween the various factions of the 
new Slav state to promote dis- 
union. The Croats were turned 
against the Serbs, the Montenegrins 
were incited against the Serbs, 
money and military force were em- 
ployed without stint. If only it 
were possible at this moment to 
get access to the reports of Ameri- 
can naval officers stationed in Ad- 
riatic waters a final revelation of 
this phase of the Italian campaign 
would be supplied. On one occas- 
sion at least, only the sudden an@ 
unhesitating intervention of an 
American naval officer at Cattaro 
prevented the despatch of an Ital- 
lan regiment to Cettigne to “as- 
sist” at a Montenegrin plebiscite 
to decide whether the Montenegrins 
would join Serbia or remain sepa- 
rate, 

In the face of endless provoca- 
tion the Slavs remained confident 


of the untimate good faith of; their 
western allies, who bade the wait 
in patience. President Wilson’s 
famous appeal to the Itallan people 
over the head of Orlando had an 
immense effect in Jugo-Slavia, The 
steady refusal of the western al-

any action in the face of Italian 
deeds has caused a revulsion of 
feeling. The Croats are losing 
sOme:measure of confidence in the 
strength of the new state. Italian 
money has been successful to a 
degree in rousing old jealousies 
and accentuating new grievences. 
The same has been true in Monte- 
negro, even in Slovenia there is 
mounting discontent. 


Meanwhile the official world 
has been tending more and more 


toward military action as the sole 
solution of the situation. At the 
present moment Jugo-Slav. divi- 
sion are actually ready to resist 
any new Italian aggression and 
resistance means war. Nor would 
it be forgotten that. the quality 
of the Slav troops is such as to 
make their resistance worthy of 
note, while the Character of the 
country lends itself to a’ guerilla 
war of almost unlimited extent. 


Military Circumstances Altered. 
The factors, however, materially 
modify the military circumstances. 


In the first place the vastly su- 
perior army of the Italians speak- 
ing numerically, together with the 
enormous accumulation of mili- 
tary material resulting from the 


capture of Austrian armies, would. 


promise certain victory were it not 
for the fact that the internal con- 
dition of Italy is such that the ar- 
rival of a new war would almost 
inevitably bring Italian revolution. 


Thus we may quite confidently 
expect that if the Italians make 


any new invasion of the Slav lands 
of the eastern shore of the Ad- 
riatic, if the endeavor to make good 
permanently claims to the north- 
ern half of Dalmatia, they will at 
once enter upon a new war and 
face a terrible crisis within the 
kingdom. Such a war would prob- 
ably prove the last straw to the 
mass of Italian people who see 
their country well nigh ruined fi- 
nancially by two recent wars and 
now embarking upon a third. 

On the other hand Serbian suc- 
cess, predicated on a domestic re- 


volution in Italy must be dis- 
counted by the fact that two and 
ossibly three of the neighbors of 
ugo-Slavia are likely to attack 
this new state, once it is in- 
volved in a dispute with Italy. 
The three states are Rumania, Bul- 
garia and Hungary. 

The Rumanian grievance is well- 
known. Before the western allies 


enlisted Rumania and to get her 
into the war they made her certain 
promises. Among other. things 
they promised her the whole of the 
Banat. “But at Paris they refused 
to honor their old agreement and 
gave one corner of this old morsel 
of Hungary to Serbia. The result 
was an instant feud between Serb 
and Rumanian, the latter have never 
accepted the cession of this bit 
of the Banat to the Jugo-Slavs 
and wait a propitious moment to 
occupy this district, thus attack- 
ing Jugo-Slavia in the back at the 
moment she is involved in a war 
with the Italians along the Adri- 
atic. : 


The Bulgarians on thelr side 
have resigned their claims to Mace- 


donia, to establish which they have 
fought three wars in six years. 
But as a consequence of this last 
war they have not only continued 
to remain outside of Macadoinia, 
but they have had to give up Strum- 
nitza. Tharibrod, and a strip of 
front lands near Widin. As to 
Hungary the situation is less clear, 
but the desire“to regain their old 
Slav lands certainly exists among 
the Magyars and has never been 
worked upon by Italian intrigue. 

Never in the days when the 
peace of Europe hung by a single 
thread did the Balkan situation 
seem more critical than today. 
War between the Slavs and _ the 
Italians seems now to many of the 
former the sole method of preserv- 
ing their new national existence 
and the Italians have sought to de- 
stroy this state by intrigue now con- 
tinue to offer not pretexts but le- 
gitimate causes for Slav military re- 
sistance. And while Jugo-Slavia is 
menaced by Rumanian, Bulgarian 
and perhaps Magyar attacks from 
the rear Italy faces the possibility 
of revolution behind her new front.

Chilblain. 

Chilblain is a mild first degree 
frostbite of the skin, comparable 
with what doctors call a first degree 
burn, which is a burn or scald that 


‘reddens the skin but does not blis- 


ter or seriously darmage the tissues 
underneath the skin. The prevention 
of chilblain is a distinct problem, 
but the treatment is the treatment 
of burn, for the mildly frost bitten 
skin is pathologically the same as 
the mildly burned skin. Excessive 
heat or excessive cold produces the 
same injury—necrosis or death of 
the part according to the intensity 
of the injury. If you suffer with chil- 


blains thank your lucky stars that it’ 


is not necrosis or gangrene of the 
whole foot. Candidly I myself can't 
see how any one could possibly be 
thankful for a disease or an acci- 
dent, yet our friends always bid us 
to feel that way if we survive, and 
I add the thought here to give this 
column a touch of human sympa- 
thy which some critics think it 
sorely lacks. 

Prevention—Anything which em- 
barrasses the circulation predis- 
poses to chilblain. Tight shoes, nar- 
row pointed shoes which do not 
give the toes necessary room for 
movement, round leg garters, con- 
strictions of the waist or pelvis with 
corsets or belts, insufficient daily 
exercise, long hours on the feet 
without at least momentary eleva- 
tion of the legs to the vertical, all 
impair the circulation in the feet. 

One subject to chilblain should 
wear sewed soles only, thick soles, 
cork insoles if the feet perspire 
much, cashmere or wool stockings, 
and of course woolen underwear. 


Excessive perspiration of the feet 


must be controlled by proper treat- 
ment, for moisture is a fast heat 
conductor and therefore to6 quickly 
ee the natural warmth of the 
eet. 
Treatment—Brisk friction with 
camphorated oil or with bay rum or 
with vinegar gives relief to the 
stinging or burning accompanvine 
the redness. Or the foot, hand, nose 
or ear may be gently rubbed with 
snow, if the skin looks pale or 
blanched. This cold friction should 
not be too vigorous and should be 
instantly stopped when the nat- 
ural color is restored. The skin may 
be then smeared with fresh cold 
cream or zinc oxide ointment, cov- 
ered with a !ayer of gauze and cot- 
ton and bandaged. If blisters form 
the treatment must be _ aseptic 
(sterile dressings) as for burns of 
severity. The blisters should be 
pricked with a flamed needle, and 
the fluid gently pressed out On @ 
clean towel, and a sterile dressing 
applied. Treatment of the skin with 
ultraviolet ray has given very pleas- 
ing results in recurring chilblain. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
educing Acidity. 

Please tell me a diet which will 
diminish an excessive acidity of the 
urine. (B. 8. S.) 

ANSWER—These articles tend to 
increase the normal acidity of urine: 
Meats, eggs, whole grains, peanuts, 
and because of benzoic acid content 
prunes, plums and cranberries, 
though these fruits yield alkaline 
ash. These articles tend to de 
crease the urine acidity: Milk, wa- 
ter taken freely, vegetable soups, 
all the vegetables and all the fruits 
excepting those above mentioned. 
The following are éspecially useful 
for reducing excessive ruine acidity: 
Potatoes, lettuce, apples, oranges, 
bananas, raisins, lemonade.

ANSW ER—Tattooing the human 
body ought to be made a felony. The 
only way I know of removing the 
stains is by plastic surgery—dis- 
secting out the discolored skin and 
grafting normal skin over the de- 
nuded area.

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Lee’s Farewell 
In Manuscript 


Discovered Here 


Cherished as Sacred Relic 
in Family of J. T. Rob- 
ison, One of the South- 
ern Chieftain’s Warriors. 


Yellow with the passing of the 
decades since the pen of the south- 
ern chieftain outlined the letters of 
his farewell to the gallant heroes 
of the confederacy, a manuscript 
copy of the last message Robert E. 
Lee sent his soldiers was brought 


to The Constitution Monday after- 
noon by J. W. Peek, of Atlanta, Mr. 
Peek stated the copy was an heir- 
loom in the family of J. T. Robison, 
a member of Company H, 7th Geor- 


gia regiment, who treasured its pos- 
session until his death. Since that 
time it has been cherished by J. E. 
Robison, 6 Kirkwood avenue, eldest 
son of the deceased. confederate 
nighter. 

According to Mr. Peek, a veteran 
himself, who for four years fol- 
lowed Lee’s colors, Veteran Robison 
returned to his native state with 
two poessessions—his health and the 
farewell message of his general. 
Time broke the one, eleven years 
ago, when the old confederte found 
his way to the eternal bivouac of 
his departed warriors, but Lee’s af- 
fectionate farewell to his followers, 
just as it was written by the chief, 
will ever be guarded by the de- 
scendants of the fighter as their 
most sacred relic of the conflict, 

The message is as follows: 

‘‘General Orders No. 9.—After four years 
of arduous service, marked by unsurpassed 
courage and fortitude, the army of northern 
Virgilna had been forced to yield to over- 
whelming numbers and resources. 

‘‘I need not tell the brave survivors of so 
many hard-fought battles, who have stood 
steadfast to the last, I have consented to 
this resnit from no distrust of them, but 
feeling that valor and devotion could accom- 
plish nothing that will compensate for the 
loss that might have attended their contin- 
nance of the conflict, I determined to avoid 
the useless sacrifice of those whose past 
‘service have endeared them to their coun- 
trymen, 

‘By the terms of the agreement, officers 
and men can return to their homes and 
remain until exchanged. You will“take with 
you the satisfaction that proceeds from the 
consciousness of duty faithfully performed, 
and I earnestly pray that a merciful God 
will extend to you His blessing and protec- 
tion. With an unceasing admiration of 
your constancy and devotion to your coun- 
try and grateful remembrance of your kind 
and generous consideration of myself, I bid 
you affectionate farewell. 

(Signed) “R. EB. LED,

RECORDER POSTPONES 
TRIAL OF AMICK CASE 


For Second Time Trial of 
W. W. Amick and Wife 
Held Over. 


The trial of W. W. Amick and (his 
comely wife, held under a $300 bond 
on a blanket charge of disorderly 
conduct, was again delayed Mon- 
day afternoon when Judge Johnson 
checked the case over until Wednes- 
day afternoon at 2:30 o'clock. 

It is stated that the case was 
delayed to allow the police authori- 
ties to probe deeper into the case 
and furnish further evidence.

VERY FEW ABSENTEE 


AT SCHOOL OPENING 


New Compulsory Education| 


Law Goes Into Effect. 
Negroes Congested. 


The opening of schools after two 
weeks of vacation found very few 
absentees, acording to Supenintend- 
ent W. F. Dykes Monday, who was 
busy all morning making prepara- 
tions for the expected increases 
caused by the compulsory school 
saws, Wien became effective Janu- 
ary 1. 

Congestion in the white schools of 
‘the city will be very little, according 
to Mr. Dykes, but much difficulty is 
expected to arise in caring for pu- 
pils in the negro schools. A _ far 
greater number of negro children 
were effected by the compulsory 
school law than white, and extra 
classes will undoubtedly have to be 
started in many of the negro 
schools. 

Afternoon classes to take care of 
the newly enrolled pupils will be 
Started first in the fifth ward, 
where the greatest registration was 
recorded. owever, stated Mr. 
Dykes, it will be necessary to ad- 
just matters thoroughly in each 
school. before any definite step can 
be taken. 

One Hundred per Hour. 

For the first three hours Monday 
morning registrations came in at the 
rate of over one hundred per hour. 
The afternoon was not so brisk, 
however, due to the fact that the 
morning registrations were those 
which had been delayed to the last 
minute. 

The total enrollment of the schools 
on December 23 was over 30,000 and 
during the holidays there were be- 
tween 500 and 600 registrations un- 
der the new law. 

There are three afternoon classes 
in’ session now, two in the Faith 
school and one in Formwalt. These 
classes will be continued and others 
started if necessary. 

The compulsory education law di- 
rects that every child between the 
age of 8 and 14 years shall attend 


school at least six months each year. 


In cases of poverty or dependents, 
provisions are made for the care of 
such pupils. Night classes are con- 
ducted at Tech High school, where 


“those who are unable to attend day 


classes are eligible for instruction. 
Ten days’ notice,is given parents of 
delinquent children and after the 
expiration of the time limit the par- 
ents are subject to fine..- 

Probationary Classes Organized. 

The probationary classes for boys 
who are not amenable to ordinary 
discipline were organized Monday 
to be conducted in the Boys’ High 
school. These classes will continue 
all year and as fast as the boys 
show a disposition to conform to 
school rules they will be returned 
to the grade schools. . 

A. J. Haygood, probationary at- 
tendance officer for Atlanta, has re- 
ported for duty and will secure a 
complete list of all delinquent chil- 
dren, The date of delinquency began 
January 1. After thé schools are 
completely reorganized and the in- 
flux of new students are cared for 
there will be established a compul- 
sory attendance department for the 
entire school system. R. S, Hilly, the 
director of vocational guidance, will 
have charge of this department.

$25,000,000 te Be Ratsed. 

The campaign is expected tv raise 
in the United States a fund of $25;'- 
000,000—$15,000,000 to be expended 
for law enforcement, and $10,000,000 
to making the world “dry :by 1920.” 
Atlanta has a quota of $200,000, and 
the leaders in the local campaign 
are confident of success in attaining 
this goal. 

Dr. C. O. Jones, state superintend- 
ent of the Anti-Saloon League, is 
also slated to address the gathering 
today, and will outline to the men’s 
executive committee the operation of 
the campaign as he sees ‘. from his 
knowledge gained in his service in 
the capacity of state superintendent. 

E. Y. Clarke, director of the eam- 
paign for the entire southeast, will 
also address the occasion, and is ¢«x- 
pected to deliver a talk upon >the 
manner of the co-operation that is 
being worked out between the vari- 
ous sections of the campaign. 

Object of Campaign. 

The purpose of the campa'gn, as 
set out in the literature of the cam- 
paign, is partially as follows: 

“These funds, the campaign for 
which will begin actively January 
16, the date the prohibition amend- 
ment becomes effective, will be used 
in maintaining a publicity organi- 
zation to combat the propaganda of 
the liquor interests, to assist in en- 
forcement of the law against ‘boot- 
leggers’ and other prohibition law 
violators and to oppose re-election 
of judges, prosecutors and other of- 
ficials who wink at law violations 
and impose light penalties tnerefor. 

‘There is no doubt that this cam- 
paign for funds with its purposes 
clearly understood, will meet with 
the loyal and active support of a 
large percentage of the peuple of 
the United States. It vitally concerns 
the business man from whose em- 
ployes the temptation of strong 
drink has been removed, and it also 
vitally concerns the mothers of this 
country, whose sons, now rowing 
to, manhood, will never know the 
debasing influence of the saloon.

Peace Treaty Leading 
Question Before Senate. 
Fight Impends in House 
Over the Admission of 


Berger. 


Washington, January 5.—Congress 
met promptly at noon today after 4 
two weeks’ recess over the holidays. 
with the treaty of Versailles still 
the foremost of the great array of 
subjects with which the national 
lawmakers were expected to deal 
before adjournment, probably just 
before the presidential election next 
November. 

Private conferences initiated dur- 
ing the holidays looking to some 
sort of a compromise in the treaty 
fight were continued and renewal 
of debate on the senate floor was 
expected at any time. No concrete 
plan under which the senate would 
resume formal consideration of the 
subject had been agreed upon, how- 
ever. 

In the senate today the sedition 
bill of Senator Sterling, republican, 
South Dakota, had the right of 
way. . 


Mann for Berger. 


It had been expected the house 
would be called upon to again pass 
on the question of seating Victwur 
Berger, socialist, of Wisconsin, who 
was re-elected after the house had 
declared his seat vacant, but Berger 
was not present when the house 
mat. 

Representative Mann, republican, 
Illinois, former republican leader 
of the house, announced he would 
oppbose any action to withhold Ber- 
ger’s seat. 

“IT am opposed to any summary 
action which would deny Berger 
his seat,” he said. 

Chairman Dallinger, Massachu- 
setts, of the elections committee, 
which recommended Berger's ejec- 
tion as a member of the special 
session, was ready today with a 
resolution which would deny Berger 
his seat on the ground that he has 
been “guilty of wrt gs Hse and com- 
fort to the enemy.” he resolution 
was drawn today after a meetin 
of the steering committee, but wil 
be withheld until Berger presents 
his credentials. 


Fifteen Reservations Presented. 


A resolution of ratification em- 
bodying fifteen reservations to the 
peace treaty was introduced by 
Senator King, democrat, Utah, who 
gave notice he would call it up un- 
less the negotiations for a com- 
promise showed definite progress 
soon. The reservations deal in a 
different way with the same sub- 
jects covered by the majority reser- 
vation program and would become 
effective only if “accepted or other- 
wise assented to” by three of the 
other great powers, The obligations 
of article ten would be assumed 
only when congress acted in each 
specific case, and it would be de- 
clared understood that Japan wouid 
return Shantung to China “within 
a reasonable time.”

EARTHQUAKE JA 


TEN MEXIG STAT 


Vera Cruz State Is Hit 
Hard — At .Least Two 
Villages Destroyed and 
Many Persons Killed. 


Mexico City, January 5.—Ten 
states were shaken by the earth- 
quake, which, on Saturday night, 
destroyed at least two villages apd 
caused many deaths in the state of 
Vera Cruz. These states were Mex- 
ico, Puebla, Vera Cruz, ,Oaxaca, 
Guerrero, Morelos, Jalisco, Tlax- 
cala, Hidalgo and Queretaro. They 
stretch from the Isthmus of Te- 
huantepec in a northwesterly di- 
rection a distance of nearly 500 
miles and from the Gulf of Mexico 
to the Pacific. 

Reports received up to 11 o’clock 
last night indicated the center of 
the seismic convulsion was in the 
neighborhood of Mount Orizaba, a 
volcano’ situated about seventy 
miles west of Vera Cruz, on the 
line between the states of Vera 
Cruz and Puebla. It was in this 
neighborhood that the most serious 
damage was done.* Teocelo, a vil- 
lage thirty-five miles northeast of 
the volcano, has been destroyed, 
and a similar fate befell Couztlan, 
a small hamlet in that neighbor- 
hood. Wires have been torn down 
by the violence of the tremor and 
only fragmentary reports have 
reached this city, but it is stated 
there were many casualties in both 
towns. 

Many Persons Killed. 

Many houses and churches in 
Jalapa, a city about fifty miles 
northwest of Vera Cruz, were dam- 
aged, while reports from Orizaba, 
a city ten miles south of the vol- 
cano, state that several business 
blocks and churches near the cen- 
ter of the town were cracked. In 
the suburbs of Orizaba the shock 
was very severe, Many persons be- 
ing reported killed beneath~ their 
wrecked houses. The shock came 
during a performance at the the- 
ater at Orizaba and panic-stricken 
people leaped from the balconies 
into the pit in their efforts'to es- 
cape. No one was killed, but many 
were injured. 

Fifteen shocks were experienced 
at Cordoba, a:city ten miles east of 
Orizaba, where eleven tremors were 
felt. First reports received here 
stated the tremors centered at 


Acambaro, a town in Teluca, about 
twenty-five miles southwest of Mex- 
ico City, but more recent advices 
states the shocks were not severe 
there. 

While telegrams last night from 
the state of Vera Cruz, where the 
earthquake was more severe, stated 
seores perished, poser estimates 
of the casualties cannot’ be made as 
yet.

Los Angeles, January 5.—Jack 
Dempsey today referred to his man- 


ager, Jack Kearns, all inquiries 
about his prospective match with 
Georges Carpentier. Kearns an- 
nounced last night the fight would 
be 45 rounds and would be staged 
at Tijuana, Lower California, un- 
der the auspices of James W. Cof- 
froth, if Carpentier would agree. 

Kearns said Coffroth, well-known 
among Pacific coast sportsmen, and 
president of the racing association 
at Tijuana, had offered a $400,000 
purse for the match and that it was 
the best offer received. 

Kearns spoke of a division of the 
purse on a basis of $300,000 to the 
winner and $100,000 to the loser, as 
thoroughly satisfactory to him and 
stated Coffroth had an agent, 
Charles Harvey, in Europe, attempt- 
ing to induce Carpentier to sign a 
contract to meet Dempsey at Ti- 
juana. 

Kearns said he thought such e@

Dempsey has been in light train- 
ing for several weeks. He an- 
nounced some time ago that he 
would keep in such condition all the 
time that two weeks real training 
would fit him for a fight.

Lightweight Champion Has 
Set Record for Pugilists 
to Try For. 


New York, January 6§.—(Special.) 
When it comes to sheer earning 
power in the fistic sport, the palm 
must be awarded the lightweight 
class. Here’s Champion Benny 
Leonard, of the 133-pound roost, 
admitting the year 1919 was worth 


$200,000 to him. Where's the 
fighter in any other division, cham- 
pion or no champion, who can draw 
off a balance sheet to compare 
with that of Leonard? 

Just now, Jack Dempsey Is having 
a lot of fun enjoying the publicity 
that is coming his way as a result 
of a dozen or more frenzied promo- 
ters offering big money for his pro- 
posed match with Georges Carpen- 
tier, the French champion. But 
Dempsey’s are only offers, and none 
of them may materialize, while 
Benny Leonard has his money 
tucked away. 

Mike O'Dowd, middleweight 
champion: Peter Herman, king of 
the bantams; Johnny Kilbane, boss 
of the feathers, and Jack Britton, 
ruler of the welter class, have 
earned a sufficient amount in 1919 
to force them to pay\a portion to 
Uncle Sam in taxes, but. none. of 
them can show a gum total that 
will even closely approximate 
$100,000. 

Bob Fitzsimmons always said the 
lightweights had a gold mine in 
their championship, while the bat- 
tlers of other classes had nothing 
before them but gruelling work for 
every dollar they collected. “There 
will always be lightweigths who 
think they can fight, but the heav- 
ies are scarce,” he deciared, 

During the year 1919 Benny Leon- 
ard has not had one really tovgh 
battle. He has been meeting sev- 
enth-raters for a greater part of 
the time, and these he has been 
putting to sleep in the early rounds, 
not even caring to get the benefit 
of added work with the hopefuls.

The famous home run hitter de- 
manded this increase on the strength 
of his last season’s batting record, 
when he broke all previous major 
leage records. by hitting twenty- 
nine home runs, 

In refusing to name the price 
paid for Ruth, Ruppert admitted 
that he understood an offer of $100,- 
000 for the player was refused last 
summer by Harry Frazee, of the

Ruth, who is 26 years old, joined 
the Red Sox in 1915, as a pitcher, 
and was used as a pinch hitter be- 
cause of his ability to send out long 
hits.

It was not the earthquake but the money market that frightened | 
the stock market. The week-end statement of federal reserve banks | 
for this district showed a further decline in the reserve ratio to the | 
lowest level ever touched. In view of the bank statement and with | 
call money opening at 10 per cent and touching 12 per cent by noon | 
and with 8 and 8 1-2 per cent bid for time nfoney and none offered, 
professional traders began to sell stocks short quickly killing the early 
morning enthusiasm caused by out of town buying orders. In the last 
half hour after the demand of traders had been satisfied, the rate on) 
call money dropped to 6 per cent and there was some recovery in the 
stock market.

The total is $620,883,000,. com-| 
posed of $575.064,000 in gold and $45,819,000 in “legal tenders,” silver, 
etc. This fund of legal tender money is the largest single fund in the 
country, being equivalent to 77 per cent of the entire holdings on 
United States notes (legal tenders) in the federal reserve system, the 
New York bank bolds only a little more than one-fourth of the gold. | 
in other words less than 953 per cent of the reserves of the New York 
institution is gold, whereas for the entire country more than 97 pe 
eent is gold. 

If the cost of living would come down as easily as the quotations ‘| 
of some foreign currencies, there would be less dissatisfaction in this 
country. The Austrian crown, which is normally worth 20.3 cents, is, 
now quoted at 0.62 cents. The German mark, which has a gold par. 
of 23.8 cents, 8 quoted at 2 cents. Rubles are quoted at 2.60, compared 
with a gold parity of 51.2 before the war. 

The general impression in the financial district is that low rates 
for foreign exchange can be looked for for some time to come, and if 
no lower rates than those of the present are experienced it will be 
considered satisfactory. But in spte of this feeling in local circles, a 
stock exchange member just returned from abroad states that certain 
Brtish bankers are very hopeful of the future. It is pointed out that the | 
Brtish bankers look for a rise in the sterling exchange rate to around 
$4.50 level before the end of the current year. This will be brought | 
about by the large increase in British exports to parts of the world 
gther than the United States.

In- 
stead of repining and bemoaning 
unhappy fate the dissatisfied ones 
should take the lesson that Helen 
Keller brings, and courageously 
face the obstacles that life has 
placed in their paths. Then, 
through the joy ef whole-hearted 
work, through the satisfaction of 
independent achievement, will the 
heights of happiness, success and 
contentment come.

He warned the dealers that the use of 
these tags by any other person than 
a purchaser of a car from the dealer 
wheaae registered number was shown 
on the cardboard was a misdemea- 
nor, and that both the user and the 
dealer furnishing the card were lay- 
ing themselves liable to prosecu- 
tion. 

In order that they might have a 
perfectly clear idea of what the law 
requires in the matter of cardbeard 
tags, he addressed the following 
circular letter to the automobile 
dealers throughout the state:
